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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the Year Ended 30th September, 1959 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS : 

Gentlemen : 

Perfect weather prevailed during the 1959 Exhibition and Stampede 
and attendance records were broken for the ninth successive year. Total 
attendance of 591,715 was more than 42,000 in excess of the previous 
record, one of the largest increases we have ever had in a single year. 

ROYAL VISIT : — We were singularly honoured this year by the 
presence at the Exhibition and Stampede of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
and Prince Philip. On Thursday, evening, following a short rest period in 
Fort Calgary House and a tour of the Indian Village, they attended the 
chuckwagon races, which they watched from a specially constructed dais 
on the grandstand stage. Following the Exhibition and Stampede large 
autographed photographs of Her Majesty and the Prince Consort were sent 
to us in appreciation of the visit, and now occupy a location of honour in 
Fort Calgary House. 

OFFICIAL OPENING AND PRESENTATION OF TROPHIES : — 
The Official Opening on Monday evening was conducted by the Honourable 
J. A. D. McCurdy, former Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scotia and the first 
man to fly an aircraft in Canada. On Saturday evening the trophies were 
presented to the winning stampede contestants by Colonel the Honourable 
D. S. Harkness, G.M., Canadian Minister of Agriculture. 

PARADE AND MORNING STREET ENTERTAINMENT : — The 
Stampede Parade was greatly indebted this year to Bing Crosby, who kind¬ 
ly accepted the invitation extended to him to act as Parade Grand 
Marshal. Once again more than thirty excellent bands participated, led by 
the Huntington Park Youth Band from Huntington Park, California, one 
of the finest high school bands ever to appear in Western Canada. Crowds 
were greater than ever before at the parade and the morning street enter¬ 
tainment. 

STAMPEDE : — More than 550 entries were received in the Stam¬ 
pede events, competing for almost $55,000.00 in prize money plus entry 
fees and trophies. In the fall of 1958 your stampede committee and 
executive entered into a four-year agreement with the Cowboys’ Protective 
Association calling for a moderate increase each year through 1962. 

HORSE RACING : — There were 32 days of racing in Calgary in 
1959 and for the first time, pari mutuel play exceeded $5,000,000.00. Bing 
Crosby was a guest at the Wednesday afternoon racing program during 
the Stampede and presented a trophy to the winner of the Bing Crosby 
Handicap which was especially scheduled and named in recognition of his 
visit. For the second successive year racing was held on the morning of 
Labor Day to avoid confliction with an afternoon football game and a new 
Calgary betting record of $288,134.00 was established that day. 

Our Fall Race Meet was held simultaneously with a Winnipeg race 
meet but despite a slight shortage of horses good racing was provided 
throughout the meet. 
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ATTRACTIONS, MIDWAY, CONCESSIONS AND FIREWORKS : 
Barnes-Carruthers presented the platform show this year and provided one 
of the better grandstand shows seen on the circuit in recent years. Hand 
Fireworks Company provided the fireworks displays and Royal American 
Shows the midway. 

ATTRACTIONS IN CORRAL STAMPEDE WEEK : Good crowds 

attended the World’s Championship Wrestling in the Corral on Monday, 
Tuesday and Saturday evenings and attendance was fair at the Tex Ritter 
Show the balance of the week. 

GENE BARRY : — Gene Barry (Bat Masterson) was the honoured 
guest of the Exhibition and Stampede this year. 

EXHIBITS : — The Livestock Exhibition was featured this year by the 
National Holstein Show, marking the first time that we have paid recogni¬ 
tion to a dairy breed in this manner. Livestock entries continue to in¬ 
crease each year and to tax our stabling facilities to capacity. 

The Big' Four building was completed just in time for the Exhibition 
and was well filled with an excellent variety of exhibits. This is acknowl¬ 
edged as one of the largest and finest exhibits buildings on the continent. 
Twenty-four sheets of curling ice have been installed on the lower floor 
and the upper floor has already been in use several times this fall. Two 
of the major automobile companies used the building to unveil their 1960 
models to their dealers and considerable demand for this type of use is 
anticipated. 

STAMPEDE GIVE-AWAY HOME AND KINSMEN CAR AWARD 
Both the Stampede Give-Away Home project and the Kinsmen Car Award 
were again successful and provided substantial revenue. 

FRIDAY MORNING CHILDREN’S PROGRAM : — The Friday Morn¬ 
ing Children’s Program drew the greatest crowd of boys and girls ever to 
attend this event, well in excess of 30,000. The livestock review was limited 
this year to championship representatives of the breeds and the program 
was enlivened by the addition of a Calf Scramble. 

SATURDAY MORNING ROUND-UP: — The Saturday Morning 
Round-Up drew the best crowd that has yet attended this interesting event 
and program changes which were made this year proved so popular that 
a future buildup in interest and attendance seems likely. The Sheep Dog 
Trials were dropped in favor of Ladies’ Cloverleaf Barrel Racing and 
a completely new event, the “Horse Trailer Race”, which provided a good 
quota of action and thrills. 

INDIANS : — Once again we should like to extend our appreciation to 
the members of the Stony, Sarcee and Blackfoot Indian tribes for their fine 
co-operation and their colourful contribution to the success of the Exhibition 
and Stampede. Certainly the visit of Her Majesty the Queen and Prince 
Philip to the Indian Village on Thursday evening was one of the highlights 
of their stay in Calgary. 

GHOST TOWN AND FRONTIER VILLAGE In their efforts to 
add each year to our variety of attractions your management and board of 
directors this year arranged for the presentation of a “Ghost Town and 
Frontier Village” which provided an interesting array of pioneer displays in 
keeping with its name and also some first-rate entertainment which drew 
good crowds throughout the week. 
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50th ANNIVERSARY OF POWERED FLIGHT : — The decision of 
the board to co-operate with the R.C.A.F. in its celebration of the 50th 
Anniversary of Powered Flight in Canada added interest and excitement to 
the Exhibition and Stampede. The “Golden Hawks” famous aerobatics 
team of the R.C.A.F. thrilled the crowds with their spectacular flying ex¬ 
hibitions over the grounds several times during the week. The R.C.A.F. 
display in the Big Four building, featuring an exact replica of the "Silver 
Dart”, the plane in which the Honourable J. A. D. McCurdy became the 
British Empire’s first aviator, drew great attention and was most appro¬ 
priate in view of Mr. McCurdy’s presence at our Show. 

MUSIC : — In 1958 the free band concert presented one morning in the 
Indian Village proved so popular that a policy of providing more free music 
on the grounds was adopted. In 1959 concerts were provided each evening 
by a variety of good bands in an area in front of the Administration build¬ 
ing and on the roof of the breezeway of the Agriculture building. 

JUNIOR AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES : — Our Third Annual Farm 
Youth Program held in August, was another great success. More than 
100 farm boys and girls attended the Farm Youth Camp and almost 400 
animals were shown and sold by 4-H Club members. Unfortunately this 
valuable youth program and our decision to stage a combined Horse 
Show and Rodeo this fall has made it almost impossible for some staff 
members, particularity those involved with the livestock section of our 
operations, to take any normal summer holidays. 

ASSOCIATED ACTIVITIES : — Attendance at various events on the 
grounds throughout the year showed a good increase over 1958. More than 
one million persons made use of our facilities in addition to the 591,000 
who attended the Exhibition and Stampede. Comparable figures are as

The livestock shows and sales sponsored by the Alberta Cattle, Sheep 
and Swine Breeders’ Associations and operated by our staff during the past 
fiscal year have all been successful, particularly the Spring Bull Sale at 
which 816 bulls sold for an average of $778.13. This is the second highest 
average in the history of the sale. 

The Spring Horse Sale, sponsored by our Company, showed another 
amazing increase in size. One thousand and ninety horses were sold for an 
average of $137.00. 

The Calgary Horse Show, also sponsored by our Company, was not held 
during the last fiscal year, due to the decision of your Horse Show Com¬ 
mittee and board of directors, to combine it with rodeo events and hold 
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it in October instead of during the spring months. However, our facilities 
were made available this summer for the shows of the Alberta Light Horse 
Association and the Arabian Horse Association and both of these groups 
reported reasonably successful shows. 

The Stampede Corral had another busy and profitable year and the 
14 sheets of curling ice in the Arena were used to full capacity. The 
decision to retain the six sheets of ice in the main body of the Arena in 
addition to the 24 new sheets in the Big Four would seem to be a wise one 
as advance bookings indicate that all 30 sheets will be rented steadily 
throughout the winter months. 

The Stampeder Hockey Club had one of its most successful years. 
The club finished in first place in the Prairie Division of the Western 
Hockey League after setting a league record for consecutive wins. How¬ 
ever, after eliminating Winnipeg handily in the playoffs, the Stampeders 
were defeated four straight games by the Seattle Totems in the league 
finals. Hockey attendance at the Corral showed a good increase over the 
previous year. 

CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS AND IMPROVEMENTS : In addition 
to construction of the magnificent new Big Four building several important 
steps were taken in the development of the company’s master plan. The 
west half of the old power house building was converted to chuckwagon 
stabling, Barns 2, 3, 4 were demolished as were the north and south curling 
wings of the Arena. Horse barns 31 to 39 inclusive were moved to the 
south-east corner of the grounds in the area which has now been fenced in 
and designated as our race barn area. The Bessborough Exhibit Building 
has also been moved to that area and has been converted into an excellent 
winter race barn. The Willingdon Building was moved to Sunshine Park and 
is serving a useful purpose as a gocd storage building. The Sunshine 
area was graded and levelled and was used extensively for parking during 
the Exhibition and Stampede. Without this area it would have been very 
difficult to cope with our parking problems this year. 

Members of our own ground’s crew built the chuckwagon stalls and 
demolished the curling wings of the Arena at a substantial saving to the 
company. With the addition of William Marshall to our staff as Mainten¬ 
ance Superintendent we feel that many more of these smaller building 
projects can be undertaken by our employees in the future. 

Installation of a new sound system in the grandstand and the moving 
of the midway east and south of its former location resulted in a distinct 
improvement in the sound this year. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS : •— It would obviously be impossible to 
acknowledge individually all of those persons and groups whose efforts 
have been responsible for our success. However, special acknowledgment 
must be made of the outstanding co-operation received from the repre¬ 
sentatives of Press, Radio and Television. We must also acknowledge the 
support received from the Mayor, the Aldermen and City Department heads, 
the officials of the Canadian and Provincial Governments, from our own 
directors, associate directors, committee chairmen and committee members, 
the donors of trophies and prizes, the members of the Southern Alberta 
Pioneers’ and Old Timers’ Association, the Red Cross and St. John Ambu- 
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lance Association and our exhibitors, contestants and judges. May we also 
express our thanks to all of the staff who by their untiring efforts have 
contributed greatly to the success of our operation. 

We must record with the deepest regret the passing of several of our 
most valued members. J. Charles Yule, Past President and Life Director 
of our Company, General Manager from 1940 to 1948 and Managing 
Director from 1948 to 1951, passed away on the day of our 1958 Annual 
Meeting. Clifton C. Cross, Director for many years, ^Chairman of our 
Down Town Attractions Committee and of our Horse Show Committee, died 
on the opening day of the Calgary Horse Show and Rodeo to which he had 
contributed so much of his time and energy. Mr. V. A. Newhall, one of our 
shareholders and a strong supporter of our Company during his tenure as 
City Commissioner, also passed away this year. Our most sincere 
sympathy is extended to their families.

we are now carrying a very large debt at a high interest rate. Further 
major improvements to our facilities will have to await substantial repay¬ 
ment of this debt. 

Out of the year’s earnings we spent on plant and buildings $87,831.00 
and on the moving and conversions of barns for racing $158,759.00. We 
paid the City $10,000.00 on account on Victoria Park buildings purchase. 
These items provided, there remains $254,586.00 for capital purposes includ¬ 
ing debt reduction.

We have completed our audit of the books of account of your Company 
for the year ended 30th September, 1959, and submit herewith the following 
statements, which we have verified with the books : 

1. Balance sheet as at 30th September, 1959. 

2. Statement of revenue and expenditure for the year ended 30th 

September, 1959. 

The operations for the current year show an excess of revenue over 
expenditure of $254,586.20, which has been credited to a reserve for future 
commitments and works in progress. 

Provisions have also been made for Junior Agricultural activities in the 
amount of $14,683.28 and $10,000.00 in respect of the purchase of Victoria 
Park buildings. 

With the exception of the new Big Four building and the acquisition of 
Victoria Park buildings, all other assets, including land, buildings, plant 
and the Corral are shown on the balance sheet at a nominal value of $500.00. 

Construction of, additions to, and improvements to racing facilities, 
Sunshine parking, spur track, lighting, equipment, grandstand public 
address system and other improvements costing a total sum of $246,590.92 
have been made during the year. 

CERTIFICATE 

We have examined the balance sheet of the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede Limited as at 30th September, 1959, and the statement of revenue 
and expenditure for the year ended on that date and have obtained all the 
information and explanations we have required.
